NICOLA Cortese has agreed a new 
deal to remain as chairman of 
Southampton Football Club. 

The 44-year-old Italian’s position was 
in doubt due a natural break in his 
contract this summer, and with plans 
for the future direction of the club yet 
to be agreed, writes ADAM LEITCH. 

However, the club have this morning 
issued a statement saying that that 
agreement between Cortese and 
Katharina Liebherr, the daughter of 
the late Markus Liebherr, to move the 
club forward. 

Though there was no confirmation in 
the statement, this is assumed to 
include an extended deal for Cortese to 
remain as chairman. 


The statement read: “Southampton 
Football Club is pleased to announce 
that the Executive Chairman, Nicola 
Cortese, and the owner of the Club, 
Katharina Liebherr, yesterday con¬ 
cluded their regular strategy review 
for the Club and signed off on plans for 
the Club’s continued development. 

“Commenting on the agreement, 
Nicola Cortese said: “We are now in a 
position to move forward with our 
ambitious plans for the Club and I 
would like to thank Katharina for the 
very helpful manner in which she 
approached our talks about long term 
strategy. I am pleased that this matter 
is now resolved. 

“We can now focus 100% on our 
preparations for next season. We have 


tremendous momentum now at the 
Club and we are looking forward with 
great confidence to an exciting and 
successful campaign next season. 

“The last few days have shown me 
the unity that we now have across the 
Club in the players, the First Team 
Manager, the staff and the 
Chairmanship which normally takes 
years to achieve. I have always 
believed that to create this unity would 
make us a very strong Club and it is a 
unity of which I am unashamedly 
proud.” 

The news should also settle the 
future of manager Mauricio 
Pochettino, who stated on Thursday 
that he would quit the club if Cortese 
were to leave.

Wigan aiming to bounce back 


WIGAN’S eight-year spell in the 
Barclays Premier League comes to an 
end tomorrow (Sunday), but it will be 
a moment for pride and not regret, 
according to manager Roberto 
Martinez. 

The Latics' fate was sealed on 
Tuesday when they lost 4-1 to Arsenal 
so, instead of being a winner-takes-all 
clash, the best Wigan can do in tomor¬ 
row’s match against Aston Villa is go 
out on a high. 

It has been a momentous week for 
Martinez’s side, who celebrated the 
best day in the history of the club 
seven days ago when they beat 
Manchester City to lift the FA Cup. 


The squad will celebrate their 
achievement in the town on Monday 
evening, and Martinez will not let rel¬ 
egation rain on their parade. 

He said: “It's been a tough lesson of 
what football is all about - real highs 
and real lows. In our case it was a real 
contrast - as high as you can get and 
as low as you can get. 

“Tuesday night was really difficult, 
Wednesday was a difficult day, but 
after that you need to (move on). 

“The support of the fans has helped. 
They have let everyone know at the 
football club that the FA Cup win is a 
historic win and we’ll never lose that, 
our name will never disappear from 


that famous trophy. 

“The position in the league is some¬ 
thing we can correct, and that’s some¬ 
thing we have to do as a football club. 

“It’s a time to look back over the last 
eight seasons. To have over 300 con¬ 
secutive games in the Barclays 
Premier League is an incredible 
achievement. 

“In the last four years we’ve beaten 
all the top five teams, we’ve played 
everyone eye to eye and I think we’ve 
created a phenomenal history for our 
football club, which means that once 
the football club will come back at this 
level, it allows you to have that direc¬ 
tion and try to look for a top-10 finish.”

ROBIN van Persie, pictured, is 
delighted Manchester United got 
to complete the championship 
puzzle in Sir Alex Ferguson’s last 
season as a manager. 

Looking back, Van Persie’s arrival 
at Old Trafford last summer was one 
of the most significant signs Ferguson 
was thinking of calling time on the 
most successful career British foot¬ 
ball has ever known writes Simon 
Stone. 

After all, for four years he had been 
preaching the gospel of “value in the 
market”, then all of a sudden he per¬ 
suaded the Glazer family to spend 
£24million on a 29-year-old who only 
had a year left on his contract with 
Arsenal. 

Given what had gone before, it was 
bordering on reckless. 

But Ferguson knew the quality he 
was getting, just as he soon discov¬ 
ered the fierce team ethic that drives 
the Dutchman, who, barring Gareth 
Bale smashing the Premier League 
record for most goals in a game 
tomorrow (Sunday), will be crowned 
Golden Boot winner for the second 
season running. 

And, despite all the glory that has 
been heaped on Van Persie’s shoul¬ 



ders over the past nine months, his 
instinct remains to spread the load. 

“This team is unbelievable,” Van 
Persie told MUTV. 

“Every team of champions starts 
with a good atmosphere and the idea 
that every single person wants to 
share success and everybody wants 


to play their part in it. 

“That is how you achieve big things 
and win trophies. It is like a puzzle 
that needs to add up so that in the 
end, the final puzzle means trophies.” 

There have been hurdles to over¬ 
come. 

Defeat on the opening day to an 
Everton side inspired by United’s 
next manager David Moyes was not 
in the script, losing at Norwich was 
also an unexpected setback and, yet 
again, United were beaten on home 
soil by Manchester City in the derby. 

The latter loss did not matter 
though. 

For United’s form was largely 
superb, with Van Persie scoring a 
succession of key goals that allowed 
them to build an advantage over their 
main rivals that left them so far in 
front it was impossible to pull back. 

“It is a long road,” said Van Persie. 
“You do not win it in one week, it is 
over a whole year when you have to 
overcome lots of difficulties in games. 

“We work day-in, day-out on stuff 
you want to achieve in the game. If, in 
the end, you win the Premier League 
it is a massive feeling. 

“It is not a tournament. You play 38 
games, so to win it after 34 says it all. 
It shows that we were the ones who 
deserved to win it.” 


Few would argue with that senti¬ 
ment, just as no-one who saw the 
scenes from United’s parade on 
Monday could doubt the city itself is 
not dominated by Blues as the old 
myth goes. 

For a local lad like Danny Welbeck, 
brought up in Longsight and used to 
travelling into the place he calls 
home, the images he saw from the 
open top bus as it crawled its way up 
Deansgate were startling. 

“The send-off was unbelievable,” he 
said. “When we came under the 
bridge at Deansgate it seemed the 
whole town was painted red. 

“People were on scaffolding, hang¬ 
ing out of windows, on lamp posts, 
bus stops. I was just hoping the scaf¬ 
folding wasn’t going to fall down. 

“All the United fans came together 
that day.” 

Welbeck reported that his phone 
“nearly blew up” due to all the con¬ 
gratulatory messages he received at 
what was his first championship. 

This will be a title that provided 
Ferguson with the perfect finale to a 
career that will reach its conclusion 
at West Brom. “It has obviously been 
really hard to take for the whole club, 
not just everyone around the club but 
the fans also,” said Welbeck.

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Pardew found pressure hard to bear it’s only 


ALAN PARDEW has admitted he has 
struggled to cope with the highs and 
lows of life as Newcastle manager. 

The 51-year-old ex-Saints boss was 
named Manager of the Year by the 
League Managers’ Association after 
guiding the Magpies to a remarkable 
fifth-placed finish in the Barclays 
Premier League last season. 

Twelve months on, Pardew heads 
into tomorrow’s final day clash with 
Arsenal mightily relieved to still be 
in charge of a top-flight club after a 
desperate and unexpected fight 
against relegation which has seen a 
vociferous minority of fans calling 
for his head grow significantly both 


in number and volume. 

Predecessor Graeme Souness 
famously spoke of the “goldfish 
bowl” existence of the club’s employ¬ 
ees on Tyneside, and the Londoner 
admits his tenure has proved some¬ 
thing of a roller-coaster ride. 

Pardew said: “I have been here two 
and a half years, and I have probably 
experienced every emotion you 
could go through - and that was in 
the first six weeks. 

“But I have been here two and a 
half years through it all and just 
sometimes the sensationalism of it 
all is frustrating as the manager. 

“When we do really well, there’s a 


real over the top reaction and then 
when it goes the other way, it’s the 
reverse. 

“We have to accept that that’s how 
it is going to be at this football club 
and be able to deal with it. 

“But this year has taught us how to 
deal with that side of it when the crit¬ 
icism comes, that we need to really 
batten down the hatches and make 
sure we get a result whichever way it 
is to get us back on a run.” 

Newcastle have learned much dur¬ 
ing a season which nearly brought a 
Europa League semi-final appear¬ 
ance, but also saw them commit the 
cardinal sin of losing at home to 


arch-rivals Sunderland and concede 
seven times at Arsenal and six times 
on their own pitch to Liverpool. 

It has been testing to say the least 
and while simple survival was the 
bare minimum requirement, the fact 
that they managed to secure their 
place in next season’s Premier 
League without having to rely on the 
shortcomings of others was a minor 
consolation for the manager. 

Pardew said: “We said it was in our 
hands and we achieved it, which was 
a good thing. We didn’t want to wait 
for a result at Arsenal v Wigan, so we 
did it the right way and we did it 
under huge, huge pressure as well.”

MICHAEL Dawson is desperately 
hoping Tottenham will not suffer 
yet more Champions League 
heartbreak tomorrow (Sunday). 

The only way that Tottenham 
will qualify for the Champions 
League in this weekend’s final 
round of matches is if they beat 
Sunderland at White Hart Lane 
and the Gunners drop points at 
lowly Newcastle. 

Spurs narrowly missed out on 
the Champions League two 
years ago and last year Dawson 
led the team to fourth place, 
only to be denied a place at 
Europe’s top table thanks to 
Chelsea’s victory in Munich. 

Dawson was also part of the 
Tottenham team that just failed 
to qualify for the competition 
seven years ago thanks to a 
dodgy lasagne.

“If we win and get 72 it will be 
a great season, but it will only be 
a fantastic season if we get that 
Champions League spot,” 
Dawson, pictured above, said. 

“That’s what we set out to 
achieve at the start of the sea¬ 
son. 

“If we can get that number of 
points then great, but we want 
to be in the Champions League 
with the way we missed out on it 
last year.” 

Tottenham’s 2-1 win over 
Arsenal on March 3 left the team 
seven points clear of their rivals 
but, just like last year, Spurs’ 
form has dipped in the last quar¬ 
ter of the season. 

Tottenham have won just four 
of their eight Barclays Premier 
League fixtures since that date, 
with defeats against Fulham and 
Liverpool taking the team’s des¬ 
tiny out of their own hands. 

On paper, they could have 
hardly wished for a worse team 
to rely on than Newcastle. 

The Magpies have won just 
three of their last 10 games and 
only secured their survival last 
weekend by beating QPR. 

Toon boss Alan Pardew hardly 
seemed up for the game follow¬ 
ing the win at Loftus Road when 
he said: “I don't really care if 
Arsenal (beat Newcastle) 4-0. 

He has, however, backtracked 
on those comments since.

“He’ll have more time on his hands and 
more time for commercial partners and the 
brands he can work or be associated with. 

“He has also got so many commercial 
sponsors that will carry on whether he is 
playing or not.

It was good to see Frank 
Lampard, one of the most influen¬ 
tial midfielders of his generation, 
staying at Chelsea after all, writes 
Frank Malley. 

It was good to see Fernando 
Torres scoring in a major final and 
playing like he used to before a 
£50million price tag was hung 
around his neck. 

Yet, make no mistake, Chelsea’s 
victory over Benfica in Amsterdam 
to add the Europa League title to 
the Champions League trophy they 
won last season was bad for 
English football. 

It was bad news for all those man¬ 
agers who believe football’s biggest 
prizes should be reward for 
patience and meticulous planning 
and founded on loyalty and trust. 

Chelsea and owner Roman 
Abramovich, in particular, are 
repidly demonstrating that model 
is little more than hogwash. 

Chelsea won the Champions 
League last season with an interim 
manager, Roberto di Matteo, who 
had been in the job little more than 
two months. 

This season they have won 



Europe’s second biggest prize with 
an interim boss in Benitez who has 
been in charge six months. 

Under Abramovich, Chelsea have 
won 11 trophies in 10 years under 
nine managers with the average 
lifespan of a manager at Stamford 
Bridge just eight months. 

Only Carlo Ancelotti and Jose 
Mourinho have lasted more than a 
year. 

You can imagine what the 
Russian billionaire must be think¬ 
ing as he considers the next move 
in his ‘Playstation’ version of the 
Premier League. 

Top of the list is his instincts must 
be good. 

He can sack and sack and keep 
coming up with the right 
answers regardless of flouting 
all the accepted laws of foot¬ 
balling success. 

Yet what Abramovich does 
not get is that the billion or so 
he has pumped in to Stamford ^ 
Bridge over the past decade 
should have brought stability 
as well as trophies. 

It should have built a 
dynasty which could have 
dominated British foot 
ball for a quarter of 
a century or 
more. 

Abramovich 
might have 
won every 
major club 
trophy 


since alighting in west London, but 
he is still light years away from 
challenging Manchester United as 
a pillar of world football. 

As Chelsea were winning their 
latest trophy, Sir Alex Ferguson 
was giving his opinion on the short- 
termism which infests the game. 

“It’s an unusual club, Manchester 
United,” Ferguson told United’s 
television channel MUTV. 

“If you look at the behaviour of 
some clubs, sacking managers left, 
right and centre... and I’m not nam¬ 
ing any one club - it’s the whole 
bloody lot of them.

Possible 
play-off 
at Villa 

THE Premier League has 
announced a contingency plan 
for a possible third-place play¬ 
off between Chelsea and 
Arsenal at Villa Park on May 26 
- but are fervently hoping 
tomorrow's results will mean it 
is not necessary. 

The play-off will only take 
place if results this Sunday 
mean the two London clubs are 
equal on points, goal difference 
and goals scored. 

It would however potentially 
jeopardise Chelsea’s two 
scheduled tour matches 
against Manchester City in the 
United States scheduled to be 
played in the days immediately 
beforehand. 

A Premier League statement 
said: "Should a play-off be nec¬ 
essary the Premier League has 
made arrangements for a sin¬ 
gle match to take place at Villa 
Park on Sunday 26 May 2013. 
The match will take place early 
afternoon with a kick-off time 
to be confirmed should results 
require the match to go 
ahead.” 

Chelsea are due to play City 
twice in the USA - with the sec¬ 
ond match at New York’s 
Yankee stadium on May 25, the 
day before the play-off date. 

The Premier League state¬ 
ment says both the clubs have 
been consulted. 

To make it happen, Chelsea 
would need to draw against 
Everton and Arsenal to win at 
Newcastle by a single-goal 
margin having scored two more 
than Chelsea - such as the 
Gunners winning 2-1 and 
Chelsea having a goalless 
draw. Tottenham are also in the 
mix, but, due to their vastly inferi¬ 
or goal difference, it would take 
two miraculous results for Spurs 
to overtake Chelsea, whom they 
trail by three points. 

“Tottenham and Arsenal both, 
for me, will try to win,” Benitez 
said. “They play for something 
really, really important and then it 
will be different for Sunderland 
and Newcastle. But still they 
Sunderland and Newcastle are 
professionals and they will try to 
win. 

“The Premier League has 
consulted with the two clubs 
throughout the process of plan¬ 
ning for this potential match 
with all parties in agreement 
that, should it be required, it 
should take place as soon as 
possible after the end of the 
season,” said a statement. 

“Discussions with London- 
based stadia did take place as 
part of that process but limited 
availability and calendar 
restrictions, combined with 
wanting to use a large capacity 
ground that has experience in 
organising and delivering neu¬ 
tral matches, meant Villa Park 
was the most suitable choice.” 

Tickets will be allocated 
equally between each club and 
will be priced at £20 and £30 
with concessions for children 
and senior citizens priced at a 
50 per cent reduction.

Enjoy the game on Sunday, and when you 
applaud the team at the end of the game, 
stop for a moment, take a deep breath and 
cast your mind back to Wembley 2003 and 
the rise and fall and rise of this remarkable 
football club. Enjoy the moment, savour the 
moment.. You’ve earned it...

TEAM OF THE SEASON 


WITH the Premier League 
drawing to a close this week¬ 
end, it is that time of the year 
when I pick my team of the 
season. 

As always, there have been 
numerous outstanding perform¬ 
ers, but the squad I have chosen is 
a well-balanced team featuring 
some of the campaign’s biggest 
contributors. 

I have chosen players who I not 
only hope would complement each 
other well, but who have featured 
for most, if not all, of the season. 

In goal, I have opted for Aston 
Villa’s Brad Guzan, who I have 
been particularly impressed with. 

He is tenacious and brave, and 
has been behind a horrendous 
defence at times, certainly early on 
in the season. 

Without him Villa, whose back- 
line has leaked like a sieve on occa¬ 
sions, would have been relegated 
five or six weeks ago. 

Manchester City’s Joe Hart has 
had a moderate year, as has 
Manchester United’s David de 
Gea, although he has got better. 

So, for an all-round and consis¬ 
tent performance from a goalkeep¬ 
er, the American has done very 
well. 

At right-back, I have chosen 
City’s Pablo Zabaleta, who is the 
ultimate professional. 

He is a player who can do it all, 
getting forward but also defending 
to an extremely high standard. He 
has got vast experience and has 
had a really steady season. He 
maybe has lost a yard, but there 
are not many right-backs you 
would look at and say they are the 
equal of him. 

I want to also mention the little 
man at right back for us, Nathaniel 
Clyne, who I would certainly put 
in the top five at that position. 

At left-back, Leighton Baines is 
the stand-out performer and is 
similar to Zabaleta in terms of 
what he gives you. 

Him and his Everton teammate, 
Steven Pienaar, are the best left- 
wing combination in the country. 

Of course, with Baines, you also 
have the added bonus of his ability 
from free-kicks, and the quality of 
his delivery means he has been 
one of the top assist providers 
from defence this season. 

In central defence, I don’t think 
there is a great deal of depth across 
the division. 

If there’s one problem in the 
Premier League right now it is that 
defensively we may have fallen 
behind in Europe. Our clubs need 
to do better. 

But, having said that, 
Manchester City’s Vincent 
Kompany is as good a player as 
you will get in the centre of 
defence, and he has again been 
excellent. 

The other one I have been 
extremely impressed with in that 
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I HAD the pleasure of hosting 
Southampton’s awards night this 
week, and what a fantastic occa¬ 
sion it was. 

I was given a great reception 
by everyone, and it was a plea¬ 
sure to work with Sky’s Ed 
Chamberlin, who was also host¬ 
ing the night and who I hadn’t 
realised is a big Saints fan. 

I was very impressed with the 
whole evening and the atmos¬ 
phere was wonderful, especially 
as Premier League survival was 
mathematically ensured during 


the event. 

I had the real sense that the 
people who turned up appreciate 
what is happening at the club 
and where it is heading. 

It is always a nice occasion to 
reward players for their work and 
it is interesting to see 
if the fans and the 
players are on the 
same wave¬ 
length, which s 

they were, 
with 


Morgan Schneiderlin winning 
both player of the season 
awards. 

I was also pleased for Jason 
Puncheon, pictured, who won 
the goal of the season prize for 
his effort in the 2-2 draw at 
Chelsea - the one that I voted 
for. He’s a young man who has 
scored some important goals 
this season. 

When you vote in these kind of 
awards, you have to look at a 
goal that means something, 
which that one did. 


position is Tottenham’s Jan 
Vertonghen. He is left-footed, a big 
and strong player, who can be an 
asset when he ventures forward. 

I like the balance of having a 
right-footer and a left-footer, so 
that when the opposition go down 
the channels you are defending on 
your natural side. 

When it comes to midfield, I have 
picked Theo Walcott on the right. 


Regular readers of my column will 
know he has long been a favourite 
of mine, and he has got better this 
past season. 

He has only recently turned 24 
and has scored 21 goals this sea¬ 
son, so he has had a great return. 
You need pace out wide and he has 
got plenty of it. 

On the other wing, Gareth Bale 
speaks for himself. Yet again, he 


has been sensational, and I do pre¬ 
fer him out on that side. 

Against Southampton earlier 
this month, when he played cen¬ 
trally in the first-half, I barely 
knew he was playing, because he 
never got a kick. 

I always think if your team isn’t 
allowed to play that you simply 
can’t get the ball in a central posi¬ 
tion, whereas if you’re out wide 


you can get your back to the line 
and can always receive it. His abil¬ 
ity from dead-ball situations is also 
self-explanatory. 

In the middle, I have picked Yaya 
Toure, of Manchester City. He is 
big, strong and powerful, and on 
his day he can be a big difference. 

You can play him just behind a 
front two or you can play him 
defensively. 

His movement is great, he’s box- 
to-box - he’s as good as there is in 
the league. 

Alongside him, I have put in 
Southampton’s Morgan 

Schneiderlin. 

He has enjoyed a great year and 
is a much better box-to-box player 
than he used to be. 

He gets the ball and plays it beau¬ 
tifully, as he has always done, but 
now he joins in more and wants to 
get on the end of things. 

I could have put Chelsea’s Frank 
Lampard in, but because of his 
stop-start season he has missed a 
lot of time. 

When you have a look at my mid- 
field, it’s very adaptable. 

Walcott can go on the left, Bale 
can go out right, or if you wanted 
to take out somebody you could 
put Bale in behind the front two. 

But I like balance, with a right- 
footer down the right and a left- 
footer down the left, so that’s why 
I picked those particular wide 
men, because of the balance they 
give you. 

Up front, I have ignored Luis 
Suarez’s recent indiscretion and 
picked him. 

The Liverpool striker has had a 
great season and there is a touch of 
class about his play. 

Where he disappoints many peo¬ 
ple, of course, is his temperament, 
but his football has been outstand¬ 
ing. 

I’m looking forward to seeing his 
partnership with Daniel Sturridge 
developing next season, because 
that could be some combination. 

Alongside Suarez is Manchester 
United’s Robin van Persie. 

What can you say about him? 

He was a 29-year-old who had 
experienced plenty of injury prob¬ 
lems, but Sir Alex Ferguson 
plunged in and bought him for 
£22m and his goals were the differ¬ 
ence in them winning the title. 

The combination of those two 
players, the top scorers in the divi¬ 
sion, would cause a lot of damage. 

There were others in contention 
too. Christian Benteke, at Aston 
Villa, is one that I really do like. 
For me, he’s the next big thing, and 
he has to move on this summer. 

He’s a young man, just 22, and 
he’s got a rough edge to him - he 
knocks people about - so I like 
him. He’s an extremely good play¬ 
er. 

All in all, I am pretty happy with 
my team. I certainly don’t think 
we would have a problem scoring 
goals anyway!

Was Becks best 

- even at United? 



OF ALL the footballing retire¬ 
ments this weekend, it seems 
the best player of the lot has 
flown a little under the radar. 

David Beckham of course grabs the 
headlines, having spent a long 
career in the glare of the media spot¬ 
light. 

Of course, much of that spotlight 
was initially sought, even if it proba¬ 
bly has become somewhat of a bur¬ 
den as the years have rolled by. 

His achievements are somewhat 
overshadowed by that. People can 
forget the player in amongst the 
celebrity of it all - he’s become as 
famous for hawking underwear and 
fragrances as he is for football. 

Beckham has apparently been a lit¬ 
tle hurt by some of that, but you 
can’t take the cash and then com¬ 
plain. From a sporting point of view 
what we can say is that he was a 
very good player. 

That he is England’s most capped 
is more a comment on the era he 
played in and the large number of 
friendlies than it is on his standing 
amongst the greatest English play¬ 
ers of all time. 

For all anybody wants to say about 
Beckham, one thing that was vastly 
overlooked was that he was always a 
hard worker. 

Other high profile players in the 
past with something of celebrity 
lifestyle have so often gone off the 
rails away from the pitch. 

Beckham though has always been 
consummate pro, and he deserves 
recognition for that. 

Aside from that work ethic, there is 
no doubting that he is an excellent 
crosser of the ball and of course he 
was very good from set plays. Still, 
anybody who says the best ever 
from set plays gets short shrift from 
Adam Rant, and no doubt plenty of 
others who used to 
watch Matt Le 
Tissier in his pomp. 

Other retirees 
include Michael 
Owen who promised 
so much, burned 
bright so young, but 
has fizzled away. 

It’s a career where 
you cannot honestly 
criticise Owen for 
what has taken 
place. 

However, you can 
say that for such tal¬ 
ent and with the way 
he burst onto the 
scene you would 
have thought his 
achievements would 
have been greater 
than they eventually 
were. 


At the other end of that scale is 
Jamie Carragher. 

The centre half is a one-club man 
and has made the most of what he 
had. 

He might well be disappointed not 
to have won more in his career, cer¬ 
tainly more England caps, but he 
cannot be anything other than 
delighted that he fought so hard to 
get to where he got. 

But the best of the lot is the one 
leaving with the least fuss - Paul 
Scholes. 

He is not flashy, he seems from the 
outside to be a pretty unremarkable 
character, but what a footballer. 

The best English player of his gen¬ 
eration? Quite possibly. 

That Scholes actively avoided the 
limelight, that he quit international 
football so young, has kept him 
remarkably low profile for some¬ 
body who played for Manchester 
United. 

But that range of passing, early in 
his career a real goal threat, was a 
joy to behold. 

In the car on the way back from 
Sunderland last weekend Adam 
Rant and his colleague, Gordon 
Simpson, were attempting to whittle 
away the hours by discussing the 
best performance we had seen from 
an opposition player against Saints 
this season. 

In amongst all the obvious ones - 
Tevez at Man City, Suarez at 
Liverpool, Van Persie at St Mary’s, 
Adam Rant came up with Scholes in 
that same St Mary’s match. 

He only came on midway through 
the second half but changed the 
game. 

United got the ball into his feet and 
he was simply brilliant. 

He’s been described as the foot¬ 
baller’s footballer and maybe that’s 
why his exit seems comparatively 
low key but perhaps most glowing. 



PAUL SCHOLES 


Poch a relief 
for Saints fans 

MAURICIO Pochettino has played a 
high risk game this week but it will be 
a sense of relief to the vast majority of 
Saints fans that he is to stay as man¬ 
ager. 

There was no room for misunder¬ 
standing Pochettino’s words - he was 
quitting Saints if Nicola Cortese was 
to leave his role as executive chair¬ 
man. 

The move surely applied pressure 
on the club’s owner to agree reach a 
compromise with Cortese over future 
plans for Saints, even if we don’t yet 
know what they are. 

Cortese’s threat to walk out may 
alone have been enough, 
but Pochettino’s depar¬ 
ture too would have 
destabilised a club 
that is moving for¬ 
ward, and maybe 
that was one step 
too far for the multi¬ 
billionaire owners, 
who know business 
value. 

Pochettino staying will 
also, of course, come as a boost to 
worried fans. 

He has not yet reached the stage 
where his services are indispensible, 
having only been at the club a matter 
of months and with the side sat prob¬ 
ably about where they would have 
been under Nigel Adkins. 

Also his comments have raised a 
few eyebrows from fans somewhat 
bemused as to why his loyalty should 
not be to the club first and foremost 
rather than one individual employed 
within it. However, there is no doubt 
he has looked hugely promising as a 
manager. 

The brand of football he is bringing 
to Saints is genuinely exciting, he in 
himself is charismatic and dynamic, 
and there is a sense he will be very 
good for the club in the long run. 

While Cortese staying is attracting 
some of the headlines amongst the 
national press, Pochettino remaining 
in place will be at least as important 
for supporters.

TONY ADAMS 
Centre-back Adams, widely 
considered as “Mr Arsenal”, 
Adams, picturd below, became 
the club’s youngest-ever cap¬ 
tain when he assumed the 
armband in the 1987-88 sea¬ 
son at the age of 21. He 
retained it until his retirement 
at the end of 2001-02 season - 
the second campaign in which 
he won a double with the 
Gunners, among his overall 
total of four top-flight titles 
and three FA Cup triumphs. 



JIMMY ARMFIELD 
Like Adams, Blackpool’s 
Armfield skippered both his 
club and England. The full¬ 
back made his Seasiders first- 
team debut in 1954 and his 
final appearance came in 
1971, by which time he had 
played over 600 games for 
them. 


FRANCO BARESI 
Baresi, the sweeper in a 
famous AC Milan defence, 
enjoyed a 20-year senior 
career with the Rossoneri, dur¬ 
ing which time he became cap¬ 
tain and the Italian giants won 
six Scudettos and three 
European Cups. Retiring in 
1997, he had also been part of 
the Italy squad that triumphed 
at the 1982 World Cup, and 
later skippered his country. 

STEVEN GERRARD 
Another captain of both club 
and country, current England 
and Liverpool skipper Gerrard 
made his Reds debut in 1998- 
99 - two seasons after 
Carragher - and has gone on to 
become one of the greatest 
players in the Merseyside out¬ 
fit’s history. So often the 
team’s inspiration, the mid¬ 
fielder has collected one 
Champions League, one UEFA 
Cup, two FA Cup and three 
League Cup winner’s medals.

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RYAN GIGGS 

The Welshman who burst on 
to the scene with Manchester 
United in the early 1990s as 
an exciting young winger con¬ 
tinues to be an important 
player at the age of 39, albeit 
in a central midfield role. 

Giggs is the most decorated 
Premier League player in his¬ 
tory, having won 13 titles, and 
also has four FA Cups and two 
Champions League triumphs 
among the host of honours on 
his CV. 

MATTHEW LE TISSIER 
It has often been said that Le 
Tissier should have plied his 
trade for a bigger club such 
was his talent, but the 
England playmaker, pictured 
below, opted to spend his 
entire career with Saints, 
scoring a hatful of goals - sev¬ 
eral of which will live long in 
the memory - in a stint that 
lasted from 1986 to 2002. 


NAT LOFTHOUSE 
Lofthouse, who died in 2011, 
is perhaps best remembered 
for his exploits for England, 
most notably the battling 
effort he made to score in a 
game against Austria, which 
earned him the title of ‘the 
Lion of Vienna’ - one of 30 
goals he netted in 33 caps. 
The centre-forward was also 
prolific for Bolton, who he 
scored 285 goals for between 
1946 and 1960 and captained 
to FA Cup glory in 1958. 



PAOLO MALDINI 
Defender Maldini, who played 
for club and country alongside 
Baresi and succeeded him as 
captain, made his AC Milan 
debut in 1985 and retired in 
2009 with seven Scudettos 
and five European Cups to his 
name. 


GARY NEVILLE 

Right-back Neville, part of the 
same crop of youngsters at 
Manchester United as Giggs, 
brought his time as a Red 
Devils player to an end with 
his retirement in 2011, having 
made over 600 appearances 
for the club, served as captain 
and won 85 England caps.

MOORE GETS HIS 


SIMON Moore was the toast of 
Brentford - and probably the 
Isle of Wight as well - when his 
dramatic penalty save earned 
the Bees a 5-4 shoot-out victo¬ 
ry over Swindon and a place in 
Sunday’s League One play-off 
final against Yeovil at Wembley. 

Moore, who cut his teeth in Island 
and Sydenhams Wessex League 
soccer with Brading Town as a 16- 
year old, has been showered with 
plaudits ever since Bank Holiday 
Monday. 

That was when he dived low to his 
left to save the third penalty of the 
shoot-out by Swindon sub Miles 
Storey and give Brentford a key 
advantage which they took to set 
up their trip to the national stadi¬ 
um. 

“I was absolutely buzzing after 
making that save. It was a fantastic 
feeling,” Simon said. 

“My Twitter account went ballis¬ 
tic. 

“I’ve got 3,595 Twitter followers 
and I was inundated with messages 
of praise, which took me hours to 
filter through. 

“It was a surreal experience, but 
one I’ll treasure for a long time. 

“It just happens to be my birthday 
on Sunday - so what a present it 
will be if we win at Wembley and 
make it through to the 
Championship.” 

Goalkeeping is certainly in the 
genes of the Moore family: his 
father Phil was a prominent keeper 
in non-league days with Newport, 
Fareham Town and Road Sea. 

And younger brother Stuart, who 
is on Reading’s books, has spent the 
past season on loan at Bashley. 

Redress 

The 22-year-old Moore was in the 
youth academy system at 
Southampton and played non¬ 
league football for Brading Town 
and Basingstoke Town before 
becoming Brentford’s first choice 
goalkeeper at the start of the 
2012/13 season. 

That culminated with Uwe 
Rosier’s side finishing third in the 
log behind Doncaster Rovers and 
ABC Bournemouth, and reaching 
the play-offs. 

Moore would have gone up auto¬ 
matically had Brentford not missed 
a last minute penalty in the final 
game of the season at home to 
Doncaster. 

The visitors promptly broke 
downfield and scored the goal that 
clinched them the title at 
Bournemouth’s expense. 

Moore’s appearances for 
Brentford include the 1-0 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy Final 
2011 defeat by Carlisle United - a 
result which he’ll want to redress 
this weekend. 

Last November, Moore signed a 
long-term contract to stay at 
Griffin Park until the summer of 
2016 - and now he’s back off to the 
national stadium for a second time.

mine since our days together at 
junior school, before we went to 
Sandown High School on the Isle of 
Wight. 

Watching on television, I felt a 
nervous wreck as Simon faced 
Storey from 12 yards - and then 
leapt of the armchair when he 
saved it. 

At that point, it seemed an age ago 
that I met Simon as a nine-year old 
when, initially, we teamed up to 
play cricket for the Isle of Wight. 

He was a very decent off-spin 
cricketer - playing with 
Hampshire’s Danny Briggs - and 
golfer, which I’ll come on to later. 

With his footballing talents devel¬ 


oping at the Southampton 
Academy, Simon hung up his bowl¬ 
ing boots before following is his 
father Phil’s footsteps and making 
his Brading debut at the age of 16. 

Playing for Brading under his 
dad’s guidance, Simon regularly 
played for Hampshire Under 18’s 
before signing for Farnborough 
Town, where he hardly played. 

Now at 6ft 3”, with his goalkeep¬ 
ing prowess developing rapidly, 
Moore jokes that much of his 
progress was made weekly, on 
Tuesday nights, during a social 5-a- 
side indoor kick-about we’d attend 
at Medina. 

After signing for Brentford, 


Moore was sent out on loan to 
Basingstoke Town, a vital experi¬ 
ence for him - and one he hopes 
younger brother Stuart will also 
benefit from. 

Stuart, 18, third in the Moore 
goalkeeping trilogy, is at Reading 
and, having spent a loan spell at 
Arsenal, has played a key role play¬ 
ing among adults in Bashley’s 
Southern League campaign this 
season. 

Treading an identical path as his 
older brother and father, Simon 
tries to help Stuart as much as pos¬ 
sible. 

“He is still very young as a goal¬ 
keeper, but getting as much pitch 
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a fond memory of what we recall as 
‘the greatest ball of all time’. 

A handy off-spin bowler, who 
played at Shanklin’s delightful 
Westhill ground, I had the pleasure 
of keeping wicket to Simon, who 
was not only an economical bowler 
but also the Isle of Wight’s leading 
wicket taker on several occasions. 

Playing at district level, Simon 
tossed up an uncharacteristically 
loose delivery which, had it not 
deviated, would almost certainly 
have been signalled as a wide ball. 

As the ball pitched, it spun about 
four feet and crashed into the 
stumps. 

It was Muralitharan-esque. 

“I don’t know how that happened. 
I never turned a ball that much!” 
Simon fondly remembers. 

With Simon and current 
Hampshire and England man 
Briggs bowling in tandem, the Isle 
of Wight side boasted a spin attack 
to be reckoned with. 

Moore has also always enjoyed a 
round of golf and managed to 
reduce his handicap to 12 when 
playing regularly. 

During free-periods at Sandown 
High School, we’d often hop the 
fence to the golf course, find a few 
balls that’d been hit out of bounds 
and then hit on the practice field. 

He was able to broadcast his tal¬ 
ents earlier this week when the 
squad took a trip to the 2010 Ryder 
Cup venue, Celtic Manor, on the 
outskirts of Newport in south 
Wales 

Using all of his experience of the 
ninth hole at Sandown and 
Shanklin Golf Club, Moore finished 
runner-up in a ‘closest to the pin’ 
competition. 

“I put it to three foot, but one of 
the other lads got within inches! I 
couldn’t believe it; gutting!” 

Having been friends with Simon 
for almost 15 years - long since 
before social media was even 
thought of - I’ll be in the stands 
supporting him at Wembley. 

I’ll be hoping that my mate can 
once again, to comply with the 
times, be a ‘#hero’. 


playing for Brentford and secure 
promotion,” he said. 

“I am very happy here and want 
to play regularly and continue my 
development.” 

Former England and Pompey 
goalkeeper David James, who was 
capped 53 times, has tipped Moore 
to go on and play for his country. 

“There is a significant lack of 
English goalkeepers and it’s some¬ 
thing I think about a lot and some¬ 
thing that frustrates me a lot,” 
James said. 

“The longer Simon stays in the 
Brentford side, the larger his dot on 
the radar becomes.” 

“He has produced a number of 
impressive performances - includ¬ 
ing in the FA Cup clashes with 
Chelsea, when a nationwide televi¬ 
sion audience watched him in 
action.” 

In his formative teenage days, and 
even on the cricket pitch, Moore 
transferred his keeping skills into 
his game as he painfully remem¬ 
bers a misjudgement whilst field¬ 
ing at cover in one Island match. 

“The ball hobbled slightly, but I 
still managed to get 
a strong knee 
behind it. I 
was in so 
much 


time as he can is crucial for his 
development,” he said. 

“I try to give him as many tips as 
possible, but it’s very hard to pass 
on a lot of the mental stuff you gain 
through experience. 

“I know I’d have been a far better 
player myself when I was his age if 
I’d known the psychological stuff I 
do today. 

“As long as he keeps working as 
hard as he can and plays regularly, 
I have no doubts that he will end up 
where he wants to be.” 

Much to the Brentford fans 
delight, Moore signed a new con¬ 
tract last January to keep him at 
Griffin Park until 2016. 


Rumours had surfaced 
of both Championship 
and Premier League 
clubs wanting his 
services. 

Moore has even 
been linked with 
Manchester 
United, but has 
his eyes firmly 
locked on victo¬ 
ry against 
Yeovil. 

“That rumour 
makes me 
laugh. It is very 
flattering, but I

ACCRINGTON Stanley managing director 
Rob Heys has warned James Beattie he 
will have to work on “the smallest budget in 
the Football League” - despite the new 
boss targeting promotion in his first sea¬ 
son. 

Stanley have put a £500,000 limit on 
player costs for the 2013/14 season, which 
will incorporate signings and wages. 

But Heys insists former Saints star Beattie 
- who 10 years ago was making his 
England debut and playing in an FA Cup 
final - is braced for working within strict 
financial parameters. 

“There’s no secret, it will be the smallest 
budget in the Football League, but James 
accepts that and knows that he’s got to be 
a little bit clever,” he said. 

“Our budget will probably be around half 
a million pounds, which is what it needs to 
be for us to be able to operate and keep 
going. 


strengthening the squad on a 
shoestring. 

“That’s another thing you’re 
looking for in your manager, to be 
a little bit clever and put together a 
side that probably should cost 
probably £800,000 but doing it on 
a £500,000 budget by keeping the 
incentives performance based and 
just generally selling the club and 
selling what we’re trying to do,” he said. 

“No-one’s ever going to be rich playing 
or working for Accrington Stanley but what 
we do offer is the opportunity to move on. 

“We’ve shown that in the past with play¬ 
ers that have moved on and played at a 
higher level.”

“It’s not a lot different to last season, 
although we probably went over budget a 
little bit. 

“But I think it’s really important that we 
do stick to budget this year going forward, 
for the 2013/14 season - just to make sure 
that the club can operate, the club can pay 
bills and keep the taxman up to date and 
keep everybody happy.” 

Player and staff wages suffered a delay 
last season, while a £10,000 payment to 
the taxman fended off an attempted wind¬ 
ing up order in March. 

That is the sharp reality of life in the lower 
divisions, a world away from the Premier 
League where Beattie made his name and 
where £500,000 is a monthly wage for 
some of the biggest names in English foot¬ 
ball these days. 

Heys believes the £500,000 budget will 
help to avoid his club avoid similar financial 
problems arising in the future, and is confi¬ 
dent Beattie is up to the challenge of 


Accrington were able to attract former 
Premier League players Nicky Hunt, who 
spent 10 years with Bolton, Francis Jeffers, 
who joined Arsenal from Everton in an 
£8million move in 2001, and Beattie himself 
last season to boost their first for survival. 

Former boss Learn Richardson’s friend¬ 
ships and contacts in the game were influ¬ 
ential in securing those signings. 

Heys believes Beattie - who scored six 
League 2 goals last season in 25 appear¬ 
ances will have a similar impact, and 
encouraging those who were on the books 
last season to stay. 

“That was a big positive towards keeping 
James on,” he said. 

“He knows all the players, he’s been a 
part of that dressing room and seen what 
that dressing room has to be to keep 
punching above our weight.

Beattie has confirmed that he will contin¬ 
ue to work with existing backroom staff 
Paul Stephenson, who will be his assistant 
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manager, and first team coach Paul Lodge. 
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NEW Accrington Stanley boss Janies 
Beattie has targeted the League Ttoo 
title - setting the bar high in his first 
managerial job. 

The 35-year-old former Saints ace, who 
was recommended by former manager 
Learn Richardson to succeed him in the 
role, is mindful of how bold his statement 
might appear to the outside world. 

But after helping the Reds rally against 
relegation to survive in the Football 
League, Beattie is preparing to get a squad 
together that he believes he can challenge 
at the top end. 

“The targets this year will be to go up as 
champions. Some people might laugh at 
that but you’ve got to aim high,” said the 
man who is Saints’ second highest 
Premier League marksman (with 68 goals) 
behind Matt Le Tissier. 

“The players that I’ll bring in will be 
able to get us as close to that as possible. 

“Since the news got announced I’ve had 
probably 10 players ring me up and said ‘I 
want to come and play’. 

“That includes people I thought the club 
might lose this summer. 

“It includes players that wouldn’t neces¬ 
sarily play for Accrington Stanley but 
now potentially they will do. 

“Something else we spoke about was 
raising the profile of the club and getting 
people in that wouldn’t necessarily come 
and play, because they’ll be in the right 
environment and be surrounded by peo¬ 
ple who want to win things and be suc¬ 
cessful.” 

Beattie, who scored six key goals as 
Accrington secured League Two status for 
another season in the penultimate game, 
has revealed he will again register as a 
player, but has yet to decide how much he 
will be involved in the 2013/14 campaign. 

Although there are examples of both 
roles being juggled successfully, most 
recently Gareth Ainsworth at Wycombe, 
Beattie feels he may have to put all his 
efforts into management, despite only 
recently coming round to the idea of being 
in the hotseat. 

“I hadn’t thought about it (manage¬ 
ment). People have asked me through my 
career and I’ve always just thought ‘I 
don’t want to go grey’, and now I’m sat 
here as the manager. 

“I said to the photographers get your 
pictures while I’ve still got my brown hair 
because in six months’ time it will be 
grey,” he smiled.

“I didn’t see myself stopping playing. I 
was going to continue playing and I would 
have run the coaching badges alongside 
my playing career. 

“I played a charity match the other 
night and I was running around like a 
mad man, and I loved it, and I thought ‘am 
I ready to give it up?’ because it’s been a 
huge part of my life for 18 years profes¬ 
sionally. 

“I’m going to register myself and see 
what happens. If needs be I can come in 
and do a job. I’ll keep fit. 

“I’ll train sometimes with the lads and 
I’ll keep myself fit away from football and 
if I’m when I’m needed - hopefully I won’t 
be - but you never know. 

“I might get the urge to play one day and 
just pick myself, which I can do!” 

But Beattie was not prepared to sacri¬ 
fice Stanley’s offer just to carry on play¬ 
ing, or take up a full-time role in the 
media that was also on the cards. 

“Certain things happen and it’s just 
something I couldn’t say no to,” said the 
striker, who was lined up for a key role 
with new television network BT Sport. 

“I’ve been speaking to BT Sport for 
about six months,” he explained. 

“I said to them ‘my commitment to you 


would be to retire’ because it would be a 
full-time job. 

“I’m still speaking to them now because 
they think it’s great to still be in football 
and to be doing something for them as 
well. 

“But this was an opportunity that I 
couldn’t turn down. 

“It’s extremely rare that a chairman 
picks a phone up to a player who’s still 
under contract and says ‘do you want to 
be the manager?’. 

“I’ve never been short of words, but it 
took me a while to compose myself. I 
spoke to the people that matter to me - my 
family and people within the game - and 
said it was a no brainer. 

“The experience that I’ve gained 
through football and my own experiences 
I’ll try to give that to the young players or 
the players that we bring in. 

“I’m delighted to be appointed.” 

He added: “I’ve got to do my badges, but 
for the next few weeks 99.9 per cent of my 
life is going be around which players we’ll 
bring in. Everybody is in place at the club 
that we want, they live and breathe the 
club which is what you need to be doing 
and that’s what I’m going to instil into the 
players.”

TWITTER has been alive with the 
sound of Eastleigh players saying their 
farewells over the past week. 

Both Mitchell Nelson and Dale Binns 
have used the online social networking 
service to pass on their thanks and 
goodbyes to the club after turning 
down the offer of a new contract. 

Although Spitfires boss Richard Hill 
accepts that it’s the way of the world 
these days for players to be airing their 
news and views via tweets, he does 
have a problem when important club 
business enters the public arena before 
being discussed with him first. 

In Binns’s case, he went about 
things the right way, informing Hill that 
he would be unable to fit in with 
Eastleigh’s daytime training regime 
before taking to Twitter to post 
“@Eastleigh_TSSC: Thank you, wud luv 
to hav stayed and get this club promot¬ 
ed. But all good things come to an 
end.” 

Nelson, on the other hand, annoyed 
the Spitfires boss by publicly announc¬ 
ing that he was a free agent before he 
had informed the club of his plans to 
leave. 

Less than hour after meeting up with 
Hill and telling him he needed a couple 
of days to chew over Eastleigh’s offer 
of a new contract, the former AFC 
Bournemouth right-back told his 
Twitter followers: “Well it’s been emo¬ 
tional this season!

ward step in my opinion. 

“We’ve made a significant step 
forward with daytime training and, 
already, we’re further down the 
road than some clubs who are 
starting to do it.” 

As last season drew to a close, 
Binns and long-serving 
defender/striker Andy Forbes 
were the only first-team players 
unavailable to train during the 
day. 

Both have now departed with 
Forbes one of four players - Mark 
Hughes, Lee Peacock and Chris 
Flood being the others - who were 
not offered new deals when their 
contracts expired.

TUTTON WOE IS NO SHOCK 


AFC TOTTOli’S current state of turmoil 
comes as no surprise to former chair¬ 
man Alan Davis. 

Back in July 2009, The Southern Daily Echo 
reported on “internal divisions” behind the 
scenes at the old Testwood Park ground that 
were threatening to tear the club apart 
towards the end of Davis’s brief stint at the 
helm. 

He warned at time that the Stags needed a 
“sustainable budget” to take them forward 
and is saddened that, nearly four years later, 
that lesson does not appear to have been 
learned. 

Back in 2009 Totton should have been 
enjoying the most exciting time in the club’s 
123-year-history with work due to start on 
their new Conference South-standard 
ground in Salisbury Road and the team 
emerging as a major force in the Southern 
One South & West. 

But that was overshadowed by behind-the- 
scenes back-biting which led to Davis, who 
had joined the club as secretary the previous 
November and succeeded Ian Shields as 
chairman, walking away from the post. 

Davis spoke at the time of a “big difference 
of opinion” behind the scenes and, in words 
that now appear uncannily prophetic given 
the club’s current crisis, added: “I’m trying 
to look after the club’s best interests by keep¬ 
ing the budget sustainable. 

“I don’t want to be the one responsible for 
letting Totton go pear-shaped.” 

In the wake of Davis’s words of warning, 
the Stags put those 2009 problems behind 
them and appeared to be blossoming in the 
years that followed. 

Their move to the £2.9 million Testwood 
Stadium should have heralded a bright new 
era for the club - and for a while it did. 

After knocking hard on the promotion door 
for two years, the Stags finally went up as 
Division One South & West champions in 
2010/11 and rapidly built on that success the 
following season. 

Not only did they reach the FA Cup second 
round proper for the first time in their histo¬ 
ry and land a money-spinning live televised 
home tie against Bristol Rovers, but they got 
to within one game of the Conference South 
in their debut Southern Premier season, 
bowing out at Oxford City in the play-off 
final. 

It has since emerged, however, that 
Totton’s runaway success on the field was 
masking problems off it, raising many big 
questions about how the club has been run 
financially and whether the Stags have been 
living beyond their means. 

For many months they did their best to 
keep their problems ‘in house’. 

And, bizarrely, it was only when Alex Pike, 
manager of rivals Gosport Borough, revealed 
in a radio interview that Totton’s players 
hadn’t been paid for several weeks that the 
truth came tumbling out. 

It forced chairman Paul Wallace to admit in 
early April: “We are struggling to hold things 
together financially.” 

Since then it has been one long, sorry tale 
of back-biting off the pitch and poor perfor¬ 
mances on it with the players still going 
unpaid. 

There was a chink of light last month when 
the membership voted to change AFC Totton 
from a members’ club to a limited company 
and bring in outside investment. 

Earlier this week it looked as if those plans 
would have to be abandoned when the con¬ 
sortium formed to bring that limited compa¬ 
ny into being seemingly collapsed, taking the 




troubled club back to square one. 

Team boss Steve Riley branded the whole 
sorry mess as “an embarrassment to AFC 
Totton” and called for an open meeting on 
Wednesday night, inviting all those involved 
to come clean and take responsibility for the 



“soap opera” that has unfolded. 

During that meeting it emerged that the 
consortium’s plans to form two limited com¬ 
panies and be granted two leases - one for the 
football club and one for the social club - had 
been delayed due to lack of financial infor¬ 


mation being made available by the club. 

Wallace, who resigned from his post during 
the meeting, promised that the club’s finan¬ 
cial records would be made available as soon 
as possible. 

He also said he would assist in removing 
any hurdles that would obstruct the club 
moving forward. 

Should the plans go through, one of the 
consortium’s first tasks will be to pay Riley 
and his players who, it was established, are 
owed £50,000 by the club. 

The shambolic events of the last few weeks 
have not made comfortable reading for 
Davis. 

He could see the writing on the wall four 
years ago. 

In an email to The Southern Daily Echo 
after we reported on the club’s financial trou¬ 
bles, Davis - brother of former Totton mid¬ 
fielder Craig - said: “I couldn’t help but 
notice the article and say to myself ‘told you 
so.’ 

“I warned them several years ago that this 
sort of situation would happen when I decid¬ 
ed to step down in my capacity as chairman. 

“My only surprise is that it took so long for 
it to happen as it was inevitable that a sus¬ 
tainable budget was not being kept. 

“It’s not a case of me getting on my high 
horse and laughing. Far from it. 

“I am very sad to see the club spiral out of 
control, especially since there are so many 
good people there. 

“I just wish people would have listened to 
me four years ago and just maybe this latest 
situation wouldn’t have happened.”

“We paid off two thirds of the debt on 
April 10 and the HMRC tried to wind 
us up on the 26th and we got an apolo¬ 
gy, in writing, from the taxman saying 
we hadn’t validated it,” he said. 

“We paid the remaining figure on 
Friday (May 10) and we had a note 
back saying the proceedings had been 
dismissed.” 


season in Blue Square Bet South and 
this year has been amazing.

The chairman has high hopes for 
Salisbury next season and believes 
back-to-back promotions - which 
would catapult them into the Football 
League for the first time in their histo¬ 
ry - is not an unrealistic target.

“If we finish mid-table next year 
we’ll be over the moon. 

“I don’t see us being a relegation 


side.” 

And according to the chairman, he 
has already allocated Clarke a budget 
for next season as Salisbury take on 
the non-league elite for the first time 
since the 2009/10 season when they 
were demoted two divisions for finan¬ 
cial reasons despite finishing mid¬ 
table. 

“We’ve already done the budgets for 
Conference Premier and Darrell 
knows the budget he has got, I think 
he’s happy with that,” said Harrison- 
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ALL-ROUNDER Rrian Dutton has warned 
his City colleagues that the standard in 
the Blue Square Bet Premier is on a par 
with League 2 - but is confident his team¬ 
mates will be able to make the step up. 

“It’s a very strong league,” admitted the 28- 
year-old. “I’m not worried about stepping up 
because we’ve got a bunch of lads who are pro¬ 
gressing all the time, including the likes of Ryan 
Brett, Theo Lewis and Jamie White, who are all 
on their way up. It’s on par with League Two for 
me. 

“We’re chomping at the bit to play in 
Conference Premier. Let’s see what signings the 
club make, but I think we’re good enough to hold 
our own. It’s been three years of chasing a return 
to the national non-league and we’ve done it.” 

Dutton, who has experienced a fair share of 
emotions in a Salisbury City shirt over the past 
three years, added it would have been a “traves¬ 
ty” if Salisbury missed out on promotion: “It was 
sheer relief when the whistle went because if it 
went to penalties it would have been a lottery. 

“I can’t name everybody, but those involved in 
the club deserve this promotion as it was taken 
away from us three years ago. The managerial 
staff have put in some long hours to get us where 
we are. 

“We certainly don’t make it easy for ourselves, 
but it would have been a travesty if we didn’t go 
up bearing in mind how hard everyone’s worked. 

“Pre-season springs to mind. The amount of fit¬ 
ness work we did, which was tough, was well 
worth it in the end.” 

Dutton, the current skipper, waited to lift the 
Blue Square Bet South trophy with club captain 
Chris Giles, who has had a painful season on the 
sidelines due to an ongoing ankle injury. 

Dutton said: “Chris has been unlucky with 
injuries this season. He and I started this come¬ 
back three years ago in Southern Premier when 
he was captain. 

“He said to me last season that we would lift the 
trophy together and I 
wanted to do the same. ?

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One hell of a journey 
lor Salisbury’s boss 


THE cheeky grin on Darrell Clarke’s face 
when he was lifted into the air by his 
players encapsulated the memorable 
journey he has taken Salisbury City on 
during his three-year reign as player 
manager, writesa JOEL HOLT. 

Gaining promotion to the Conference South 
in 2011 after beating Hednesford Town on 
penalty kicks, with keeper Tommy Smith 
being crowned the hero. 

Knocking out Grimsby Town to reach the FA 
Cup third round proper for the first time in the 
club’s history, before facing League One big 
dogs Sheffield United. 

Those were some of Clarke’s significant 
highlights. 

But although last Sunday’s promotion to the 
Conference Premier probably tops the lot, 
Clarke refused to take the glory from his play¬ 
ers, hailing their efforts as “outstanding”. 

“I’m going to save the plaudits for my play¬ 
ers, who have been special all season,” said 
the 35-year-old following Salisbury’s 3-2 Blue 
Square Bet South play-off final victory over 
Eastleigh’s conquerors Dover. 

“There are no players who deserve to be pro¬ 
moted more than my boys. They have been 
outstanding all season. 

“My heart was in my mouth when Dover got 
a second goal at the death but when we heard 
the final whistle it was an unbelievable feel¬ 
ing. 

“The first half was a non-event and Ricky 
Wellard’s free kick opened things up. Three 
fantastic finishes from my players won it for 
us. 

“Credit to Dover, they gave us a tremendous

“(Dover boss) Chris Kinnear is a great bloke 
and I hope they get promoted next year. 

“It was heartbreak when we dropped two 
divisions but to return in three years is a 
dream come true. 

“It’s a fairytale for myself, having been first 


team captain at that time.” 

More than 3,400 spectators flocked to the Ray 
Mac on Sunday to cheer their side on. 

And Clarke is urging those supporters to 
purchase their season tickets for next season 
to ensure financial stability for the club. 

He added: “The fans have been fantastic all 
season but they need to ask themselves 
whether they want a Blue Square Bet Premier 
club? 

If they do, realistically we need to be hitting 
between 1,200 and 1,300 home fans each week 
to be able to stay in the league. 

“Supporters, who are here today, why not 
buy a season ticket for next season and keep 
putting something into the club so we can play 
at the level we deserve to compete at.” 

Some of the regular faces of Salisbury’s high¬ 
flying campaign may not feature for Salisbury 
as Clarke is uncertain of everyone’s futures. 

“There will be players coming and going, but 
that’s football,” he added. 

“I’m proud of my players and everyone has 
played their part this season. 

“We’ve got some experience in the side but I 
need to sit down, think about next season and 
I haven’t yet. 

“I’ll be honest with my players and I’ll judge 
everyone’s performance over a whole season 
and see whether they can do a job next year. 

“It’s not a nice part of the job telling players 
bad news, but it has to be done.” 

Former Saints striker Jamie White ended his 
first season at Salisbury as the top scorer with 
27 league and cup goals. 

That came after he netted over 50 times as 
Winchester City won the Sydenhams Wessex 
League title in 2011/12. 
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EASTLEIGH boss Richard Hill 
says Salisbury City deserve 
their place in the Conference 
National next season. 

The Spitfires’ own hopes of din¬ 
ing at non-League’s top table were 
sunk in a penalty shootout at Dover 
Athletic in the play-off semi-finals. 

That put Dover through to the 
final at Salisbury’s Raymond 
McEnhill Stadium last Sunday and 
it was the Whites of Wiltshire who 
triumphed over the Whites of Kent 
with Darrell Clarke’s men squeez¬ 
ing through 3-2 after extra time. 

For a long spell last season, it 
looked as if Salisbury would win 
promotion outright as Blue Square 
Bet South champions, but they 
were overtaken by Welling United 
in the battle for top spot. 

There was never any question, 
however, that over the course of 
the whole season, they were the 
second best side in the league, and 
Hill says there’s no denying that, 
ultimately, justice was done. 

“I’m pleased for Darrell Clarke,” 
he said. “I got to know him 
throughout the season and he’s 


become one of the few managers I 
speak to in the league. 

“Welling ran away with it in the 
end and the team that finishes sec¬ 
ond doesn’t always go up, but jus¬ 
tice has been done in that 
respect because Salisbury 
finished six points clear of 
(third-placed) Dover.”

“Certain things we wanted in place 
have not come through, which is 
disappointing, so I had to make the 
right decision for us.

standing that they would have the 
option to rejoin the Wessex ranks 
should the Bashley move not go 
ahead.

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TRIPLE cliff diving world cham¬ 
pion Gary Hunt is expecting 
tough competition from two 
fellow countrymen this year. 

The 28 year-old will begin the lat¬ 
est defence of the Red Bull Cliff 
Diving World Series title in La 
Rochelle, France next weekend. 

He is expecting his toughest cam¬ 
paign yet as he bids to retain the 
title he first won in 2010. 

That is largely due to the inclu¬ 
sion of former Southampton Diving 
Academy colleague Blake Aldridge 
and Matthew Cowan. 

“The UK is the only country with 
three divers taking part and both 
Blake and Matthew have great abil¬ 
ity, so we’ve got a good chance of 
one of us winning the series,” says 
Hunt, who was based in Eastleigh 
before moving to France last year. 

“I’ve known Matthew for a long 
time, from when we both did 10m

competitions together. 

“He started doing diving shows 
when he was 17/18, but last year he 
got the chance to compete from 27m 
in Wales when the Cliff Diving 
World Series went to the UK for the 
first time. 

“We don’t know how he’ll cope 
with the pressure but he’s very 
motivated and a big talent. 

“It wouldn’t surprise me if he 
climbs up the ladder very quickly. 

“Blake’s another amazing talent, 
he’s performed at the Olympic 
Games and has a series under his 
belt. 

“He was a disappointed to finish 
ninth last year but he was carrying 
an injury from the start and if he 
stays injury-free he’ll be pushing 
for the podium. 


“He’s got the guts to throw big 
dives.” 

Gary came out on top in a 
thrilling finale to last year’s series, 
pipping his great rival, the 
Colombian Orlando Duque, at the 
final event. 

In the end, Hunt’s margin of victo¬ 
ry - after Duque had led the series 
for most of the year - was just two 
points. 

New dive 

To stay on top, Hunt is likely to 
introduce a new dive at some stage 
during the next five months. 

“Every year has got more and 
more difficult,” he explained. 

“There’s not just Orlando behind 
me but plenty of other divers with 
that fire and motivation to take my 
title. 

“I know I have to be on my toes.” 

Hunt’s new dive will begin with a 


handstand take-off and has already 
been used in competition by 
Aldridge. 

“I’m not going to try it straight 
away, I’m more comfortable when 
we get a few rounds under our 
belts,” he said. 

“Initially I’ll learn it with one 
backwards arm stand with two- 
and-a-half somersaults and three 
twists. 

“If it goes well I’ll add another 
twist. 

“But I always have a reasonably 
high ratio of difficulty anyway so 
it’s sensible for me to get a few 
under my belt first.” 

Hunt has also been working on 
his flexibility as he prepares for the 
opening round in La Rochelle. 

“As soon as the new year begins I 
get back into training and I’m now 
feeling fully ready and fit,” he 
explains. 

“Out of season, we don’t train off

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27 metres but off the 10m platform, 
so it’s always a bit nerve wracking 
to know how you’re going to dive in 
competition. 

“High diving takes it out of you 
and there’s always that risk of get¬ 
ting injured, so most of us do as lit¬ 
tle as possible off 27m. 

“You can train the entry and take 
off from 10m and we prepare men¬ 
tally by visualising ourselves going 
through the dives hundreds of 
times. 

“I’ve also been doing contortion 
classes. 

“I’m not naturally flexible and 
have to work hard on it to enable 
me to squeeze into the smallest pos¬ 
sible shape.” 

Gary will begin his campaign 
from the tower of a castle in south 
west France.
